‘Duties Cumbersome and Im- 
possible of Performance 
With Force Provided.” 


HO PROVISION FOR SALARY 
OF THE AUDITOR'S: FORCE 


Governor Smith Declares that 
While He Favors an Auditor 


Result in a Way That Can 
Be Carried Into Execution.”

Governor Smith last night vetoed the 
Joe Hill Hall auditor bill, on the 
grounds that the present bill does not

Governor Smith states in his veto 


State house officers as cumbersome 
and certainly impossible of perform- 
ance with the force provided, 

Called Upon Others. 

He says he is not governed in his 
action by his own views alone. 

He says he called upon the depart- 
ments of the comptroller general and 
of the treasury to review the bill, 
and their replies were that the plan 
was impracticable and impossible of 
execution under its present terms. 

He then invited an examination by 
Joel Hunter, expert accountant, who 
also agreed with the governor. 

Governor Smith says: 

“The bill provides that no money 
Shall be paid out of the treasury after 


terms. To approve the bill, if it can- 
not be executed with the machinery 
furnished, would. be to stop the busi- 
ness of the state. 

“There is no provision for the Salary 
of the auditor, no appropriation for his 
assistants and no assistents legally 
provided,” 


Governor Smith's Veto. 


The veto message is as follows: 

Senate bill No. 4 is entitled “An act 
to create the office of auditor of state 
accounts, to provide his duties, and 
fix his salary.” 

I earnestly desire to see the creation 
of the office of auditor for the state 
and regret that the present bill does 
not accomplish this result in a way 
that can be carried into execution. 

The title of the bill only provides for 
an auditor. The provision in the bill 
allowing two assistants to the auditor, 
one of the whom is to be placed in the 
treasury department, not being includ- 
ed in the title, is, therefore, unconsti- 
tutional and void. 

If this bill could be carried into ef- 
fect practically, which it cannot, it 
would take, in my opinion, a number 
of expert bookKeepers to aid the audi- 
tor and more than one man in the 
treasury department to do the addi- 
tional work required there. " 

The bill provides that no money 
shall be paid out of the treasury after 
its passage except in pursuance to its 
terms.

RULING ON MATTER IN 1893 


Held That They Had to Be 
Confirmed---Law Said to Be 
Explicit in Regard to Neces- 
sity of Confirmation of Uni- 
versity Trustees---Opinion of 
Lawyers. 


If protest is made, can the appoint- 
ments submitted by Governor Smith to 
the senate and returned to him unacted 
upon, prevail during the legislative 
interim? 

If custom were to answer it would 
be affirmative, but according tc an 
opinion by the attorney general given 
in 1893 many of the cannot become 
legally effective until actually con- 
firmed by the upper house. 

The opinion was given by Joseph M. 
Terrell, who was attorney general dur- 
ing the administration. of Governor 
Northen, when the question was raised. 

It appears that the term of a county 
judge expired during the interim be- 
tween legislative sessions. The gov- 
ernor neglectedsto send in a nomina- 
tion at the preceding session, but made 
an ad interim appointment when tha 
term expired. He appointed a new 
man to take the place of the old one. 

The question was raised that the old 


judge had been appointed and commis- 


sioned to serve for four years, or “un- 
tii his successor was appointed and 
qualified;” that in such a case an ap- 
pointment could not be made without 
the concurrence of the senate. It was 
argued, further, that there was no va- 
cancy, as contemplated by the law, giv- 
ing the governor power to make ed 
interim appointments, as thesjudge in 
office had not died 6r sutrengered. his 
commission.., 
Attorney General's Opinion. 

The matter was submitted to the 
attorney general, who ruled that no ad 
interim appointment could. become ef- 
fective unless the judge then holding 
gave up the office voluntarily—in 
cther words, resigned—despite the fact 
that his term had expired. 

The case differed from the ones now 
presented only in detail. . Practically 
all the nominations sent to the senate 
by Governor Smith were to fill offices 
becoming vacant by reason of the ex- 
riration of commissions between the 
time of adjournment and the reconven- 
ing of the senate. 

No action was taken on them, and 
they were announced as ad interim ap- 
pointments, after the senate adjourned, 

Where persons were named to suc- 
ceed themselves no material issue can 
arise, for they woulda hok® on anyway.

But 
it is said it would be the duty of those 
officers to resign formally, for they 
are commissioned to serve until theli 
successors are appointed and qualifiea 
legally. 

Ad interim appointments like those 
made by Governor Smith have been 
made by other executives since the 
attorney general's opinion was ren- 
dered, but it is claimed that no issue 
has been made; therefore, they held. 

It appears that with regard to fill- 


ing vacancies in the board of trustees | 


caused by expiration of terms of the 
State University the law directly re- 
quires the confirmation of the senate 
before they can become effective. 

When a vacancy on the board occurs 
by reason of resignation the governor 
can appoint pending the meeting of the 
senate. 

Different Law Governa, 

However, a different law governs in 
the making of appointments for terms 
that have expired or will expire. 

Section 1366, of the new code, 
in part: 

“The term of office of said trustees 
(of the university) shall be eight yvars, 
and until their successors are appoint- 
ed, confirmed and qualified.” 

This, according to lawyers, means 
that two of the trustee appointments 
announced by Governor Smith the 
Ciher day—-those 
Messrs. W. E. Simmons, of Lawrence- 
ville, and H. R. Koetchius, of Columbus 
—Cannot take effect this month as set 
forth in the order of appointment. 

Under the wording of the above 6ec- 
tion of the code they can become ef- 
fective after confirmation of the sen- 
ate, and, inasmuch as they were with- 
diawn from that body, would have to 
be submitted again. 

The opinion of the attorney genera! 
in regard to appointments in general is 
as follows:

Dear Sir: In compliance with your re- 
quest to furnish an Opinion on a ques- 
tion raised in a letter from Messrs. 
Dell & Wade and Oliver & Overstreet, 
of Sylvania, Ga., as to whether Hon. 
H. C. Kittles, who was lately appointed 
judge of the county court of Screven 
county by your excellency, vice Judge 
W. L. Matthews, whose 
expired Septemiber 6, 1893, is authorized 
by law to qualify and assume the du- 
ties of his office before his appoint- 
ment has been confirmed by the sen- 
ate, I beg to submit the following: 

Section 279 of the code provides that 
the governer, by and with the advice 
and consent of the senate, shall ap- 
point a county judge, whose term of 
office is four years, and to continue in 
office until his successor is appointed, 
commissioned and qualified in the same 
way. 

Deetien 280 of the code provides that 
the governor, if any vacancy arises 
from any cause in the office of county 
udgwes, to fill the same as in case of 
eaets of the superior court, and di- 
rects that such appointments be sub- 
mitted for confirmation to the senate 
when that body assembles. 

From the sections of the code above 
referred to it will be seen that, unless 
there ig a vacancy, the appointment 
must be confirmed by the senate be- 
fore the appointee is authorized to 
qualify and assume the duties of his

As was said by the court in 
third American state report, 663, “the 
word ‘vacancy’ as applied to an of- 
fice has no technical meaning. An of- 
fice is not vacant so long as it is sup- 
plied in the manner provided by the 
constitution or the law, with an in- 
cumbent who is legally qualified to ex- 
ercise the powers and perform tne 
duties which pertain to it, and con- 
versely, it is vacant in the eye of tlie 
law whenever it is occupied by a le- 
gally qualified incumbent who has a 
lawful right to continue therein until 
tHe happening of some future event.” 
Where an incumbent of an office, ap- 
pointed by the executive, by and with 
the consent of the senate, is, by law, 
entitled to hold over until his successor 
is appointed and qualified, the failure 
neglect to appoint his successor 
does not create such a vacancy as is 
authorized to be filled by the execn- 
tive alone, there being a person au- 
thorized by law to continue to exer- 
cise the duties and functions of the 
office until a successor, duly appointed 
and qualified, appears to assume it. 
This proposition is supported by 
Mechem on Public Offices and Officers, 
section 129, and also by the supreme 
court of Ohio in a case involving the 
same question as the one here pre- 
sented. See 18th American Report, 
231. 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that 
no such vacancy exists in the judge- 
ship of the county court of Screven 
county as is contemplated by section 
280 of the code which authorizes the 
appointment and qualification of a 
judge without the advice of the, sen- 
ate. Such being the case, I think that 
Judge W. L. Matthews is entitled to 
exercise the functions of that office 
until the appointment of Hon. H. C. 
Kittles has been confirmed by the sen- 
ate, and has duly qualified.

Another Interesting Incident. 

There is another interesting Inci- 
dent connected with the appointments. 
It eame to Hight Tuesday. 

If Governor Smith's communications 
submitting them had been left before 
the senate, the upper house would be 
compelled to act on them next year, 
unless they had been withdrawn by 
its consent. 

In returning them, on Senator Shep- 
pard's motion, the senate placed en- 
tire responsibilitw ag to thefr future 
upon the executive. 

The person succeeding Governor 
Smith may submit them if he wishes, 
or he may submit other names for the 
same offices. Though some of the ap- 
pointees qualify and enter upon their 
duties, there is no power that can 
compel the new executive to again sub- 
mit their names to the senate for con- 
firmation. 

If the communicationg had remained 
in the records of the senate, however, 
the particular appointments would 
have to have been rejected or with- 
drawn, which the senate could have 
prevented, before any others could 
have been sent in for the same places

VETOED BY 1 


P.esident Says Bill Was Mat. 


ed Wilhout Investigation, 


According to Taft the Measure 


Is “Empirical and Haphaz- 


Harm to Cotton Industry. 
For Moderate Revision. 


Washington, August 22.—President 


| was read in the house at 2:02 p. m. As 
in the case of the wool and free list 
bills the president based his objec- 
tions to the cotton bill largely upon 


schedule, 

He also declared the cotton bill was 
idopted without any invesiigation or 
nformation of a satisfactory charac- 
ter as to effect upon the cotton In- 
dustry. 

The president objected especially to 
the attempt by congress to add a re- 
vision of the iron and steel and cheml- 
schedules to the cotton bill as 
imendments, 

Briefly. reviewing the manner in 
vhich these amendments were added 
Oo the bill the presiaent said: 

“I cannot make myself a party to 
dealing with the industries of the 
‘country in this way. The industries 
covered by metals and the manufac- 
ture of metals are the largest in the 
country and it would seem not only 
wise, but absolutely essential to ac- 
juire accurate information As to the 
effect of changes. which may vitally 
affect these industries before enacting 
them into law.” 

The Cotton Industry. 

Speaking of the cotton industry the 
president said the capital invested in 
1909 amounted to $821,000,000; the 
value of the _ product to $629,000,000; 
the number of wage-earners to $379,- 
000, making, with dependents, a total 
of at least 1,200,000 persons directly 
affected with annual wages of $146,- 
000,000.” 

The bill would not have gone into 
effect until January 1 next and Mr. 
Taft said the tariff board would be 
ready with a report before that time. 

Investigation by the house ways 
and means committee, Mr. Taft said, 
was purely for the purpose of prepar- 
ing a bill on a tariff for revenue 
basis. 

“Pledged to support a policy of 
moderate protection,” he added, “I 
cannot approve a measure which vio- 
lates its principle.” 

The president denounced the bill as 
“empirical and haphazard.” This. he 
declared, was especially true of the 
chemical schedule, which had been re- 
vised in such a way as to increase the 
tax on certain chemicals instead of 
reducing them. 

After citing a number of increases 
made in the chemicat schedule. the 
president continued: 

“But the most remarkable feature 
of this amendment to the chemical 
schedule remains to be stated. 

“The internal revenues of this coun- 
try, to the extent of $160,000,000, are 
dependent on the imposition of a tax 
of $1.20 a gallon on distilled spirits, 


Precautions Abolished. 

“Under the present bill all precau- 
tions against the undue introduction 
of foreign alcohol in articles and 
compounds included in the chemical 
schedule are in fact abolished by 


striking out the specific duties per, 


pound, 

“TI need hardly dwell on the disas- 
trous effects such an amendment in 
reference to alcoholic compounds 
would have upon the internal revenue 
system of taxing distilled spirits, nor 
need I point out the opportunities of 
evasion and fraud thus presented. Of 
course the change was not intended, 
but if this bill became law it would 
be made. 

“When the 
board upon these schedules are 
ceived these duties which should be 
tmposed can be determined upon just- 
ly apd with intelligent appreciation 
of the effeet that they will have both 
upon industry and upon revenue.” 

Veto Is Referred. 

As soon as the president’s veto had 
been read Democratic Leader Under- 
wood announced that inasmuch as the 
democrats did not have a sufficient 
number of votes to pass the bill over 
the veto, it would be referred to the 
committee on ways and means. The 
veto was received with a noisy dem- 
onstration. There were scarcely a 
hundred members in the chamber 
when its reading was begun.

and plentiful water and clean streets, 
alleys and back yards. 

“Impressed as we are with the great 
good that can be accomplished through 
a direct businesslike administration of 
all affairs relating to public health and 


sanitation, with which we are par-| 


ticularly interested, we, the members 
of the Fulton County Medical Society, 
hereby declare our approval of the new 
city charter and call upon the voters 
of the city of Atlanta in behalf of the 
health and the physical well-being of 
the entire community to support the 
charter in the election on ptember 
2 


“Tf our own people will do  one- 
hundredth part of what the good Lord 


has done to make Atlanta a healthy 
city, we believe that Atlanta can be 
made the healthiest city of its size in 
the world and in’ our opinion the most 
advanced step that can be made to 
that end is in the adoption of the new 
charter.” .

WNSMITH'S SPEECH 


Plain Talk to-His Home Peo- 
ple of Jackson

Does Favor, However, Good | 


Roads, Extension of Public 
Schools and _ Agricultural 
Colleges, Referendum Law 
Simplification, Clean Ballot. 


Jackson, Ga., August 22.—(Special.) 
Hon. J. R. Smith, of Atlanta, probable 
candidate for governor and prominent 

, citizen of Georgia, addressed the voters 


' of Butts county in the court house 
introduced by 


'¢here today, being 
‘Solicitor General J. W. Wise, of the 

Flint circuit. He spoke to a crowd 
that filled the county court house to its 
‘capacity and was given close atten- 
ftion. His effort was an able, construc- 
tive speech that dealt with the impor- 
tant problems that face the people. 
He tabooed politics from beginning to 
_end, declaring he knew more about 
‘“the seed tick than he did politics.” 

The talk of Mr. Smith was really 4 
speech to his home people, the peopi 
with whom he was reared. He dis- 
cussed in an able manner several of 
the questions that confront Georgians 
at this time. Extendsion of the com- 
mon schools was a point stressed. He 
said he wanted to see the schools 
brought closer to the people, to the 
‘point where it will be possible for 
every boy and every girl in the state 
‘to get. a common school education. 
Mr. Smith is a strong believer in ag- 
ricultural schools and in improved 
methods of agriculture, 

Declaring himself in favor, of the 
good roads movement, he said that no 
other force has done more to bring 
enlightenment and education to the 
people living in the rural districts... 
Good roads, together with rural free 
Kielivery of mail, he declared, has 
placed the daily papers in reach of the 
people living miles from town, and 
today people living in the country 
have as good opportunities as those 
living in the cities. 

Education means better citizenship, 
Mr. Smith stated. Good citizenship 
carries with it the duty to vote in- 
telligently on all questions. If any 
condition is bad the people are to 
blame, said he, for they ought to 
remedy it at the ballot box. There is 
no elevation higher than being a good 
citizen, declared the speaker, em- 
phatically. 

Favors Referendum. 

Mr. Smith favors a clean ballot. 
This is one of the safeguards of the 
republic, he stated. He came out 
strong for the referendum, saying 
the people ought to.be allowed to ex- 
press themselves on what they want 
and what they do not want. He 
thought all laws ought to be referred 
to the people for their approval. 
Though voters sometimes make 
mistakes, yet they will correct these 
errors if given time, he said, 

One of the features of Mr. Smith's 
address was that which dealt with the 
revision of our criminal laws and the 
, removal of technicalities. The criml- 
nal laws should be revised and simpli- 
| tiea, technicalities removed, he said, 
| and there woulg not be a lynching in 
twelve years. Our present’ statutes 
are a loophole through which the 
criminal escapes justice oftener than 
he receives it, he declared. The people 
resort to mob violence because they 
fear jutsice will never be jmeted out, 
said the speaker. Our criminal laws 
are so flimsy that a lawyer can de- 
feat justice through a technicality for 
an almost indefinite period, Mr. 
Smith said. 

Though the speaker did not once 
mention politics, although he had been 
urged to do so, yet it may be taken 
that if he runs he will run as a busi- 
ness man offering the state a business 
administration. Should Mr. Smith an- 
nounce .for governor his. platform 
would doubtless be along the lines of 
his speech today: Extension of the 
public schools in rural districts, in- 
dorsement of the agricultural § col- 
leges, in favor of the referendum, in- 
dorsing the good roads movement, re- 
vising and simplifying criminal laws 
ang removing technicalities, improv- 
ing Tural free delivery service, better 


agricultural methods, a clean and 
honest ballot.

A CONSTRUCTIVE DEMOCRATIC RECORD. 


The adjournment of the special session of congress is chiefly 
notable for the fact that it leaves the democracy with a clean record 
before the country. 

By grace of democratic votes and persistency the pet measure 
of a republican administration, Canadian reciprocity, and the sub- 
ject which brought the special session into existence, was steered 
safely through hostile republican waters and put before the Domin- 
ion parliament for ratification. 

On the side of tariff legislation, the party has accomplished all

The full effect of the president’s successive vetoes of measures 
aimed at materializing policies that trailed republican pledges no 
less than democratic doctrine can, of course, be accurately esti- 
mated only after the final record of the next regular session is made 
up. 


What counts principally, is that the democracy has amply 
demonstrated a capacity for cohesion and discipline, giving a body 
blow to republican prophecies that the old-time dissensions and 
demoralization would nullify the fruits of the victory of last fall. 

The 
temper of the organization has, moreover, been sufficiently tested 
to give earnest that the constructive steadiness of the recent ses- 
sion may be expected to carry its omen of victory up to the presi- 
dential election of next autumn,

Formerly, ladies unaccompanied by escorts with transportation, 
feeble persons often hardly able to drag one foot before another, 
were compelled to negotiate unassisted the long flights of stairs to 
and from trains. 

The only alternative was to secure a permit, which required 
such endless red tape and circumlocution that the privilege was 
seldom utilized. 

Under the new ruling the authorities at the terminal are forced 
to keep an office open night and day in easy access of those desir- 
ing to escort passengers to the tracks. 

The innovation is a convenience the traveling public had a right 
to demand.

“A TLANTA’S PRESTIGE MENACED 
BY FRAZZLED MAIL FACILITIES” 


“You rung the bull’t-eye in your ed- 
itorial this morning, ‘Are the Business 
Men of Atlanta This Easy?” said Har- 
ry L. Schlesinger yesterday, referring 
to the totally demoralized mail service 
of Atlanta, and The Constitution's crit- 
icism directed at it. 

“I take it that every other business 
house in Atlanta is in the same pre- 
dicament as our house.” Mr. Schiesin- 
ger is one of the largest manufacturers 
of candies and crackers in Atlanta, 
with a shipping business all over the 
southern states. “Since January 7, our 
business, built up over years of effort 
and at great cost, has been absolutely 
at the mercy of inefficicent mail 
service. 

“To strip the matter of technicalities: 
Unless we get absolutely prompt de- 
livery of all mails, we are unable to 
plan our day’s output. What is the re- 
sult? The merchant 100 miles or 
500 miles from Atlanta is disappointed, 
and there is grave danger of his ceas- 
ing to be a customer. We have, in- 
deed, lost customers of long standing 
for the simple reason that the post- 
office department, upon which the bus- 
iness of every house in Atlanta de- 
pends, fails to deliver to us on time 
the mail that means the life-blood of 
every going concern. 

“Formerly, we secured five deliveries 
of mail a day, on the dot. Now we se- 
cure just three, and it ig simply a case 
of guesswork when we get those. The 
first mail is frequently delayed an hour. 
The second from an hour and a half 
to two hours. The afternoon mails—oh, 
well, I just shut down my desk at noon, 
and am compelled to leave the rest to 
luck,

While in The Constitution office they 
got together with the road experts of 
the paper, and before leaving mapped

Georgia has a good institution for 

the education of the blind, but when 
it is considered that no matter how 
well trained these individuals are 
there is difficulty of every kind in 
their finding employment not only from 
the physical impossipility of their go- 
ing about unattended, but the equal 
impossibility to keep up with the dif- 
ferent mediums of the press and the 
general world of activities through 
which others are enabled to find em- 
ployment, the movement the new 
association in this one direction be- 
comes a blessing.

At a recent meeting of her club, in, 
a paper she read on the subject of the 
American woman, Mrs. Daniel Linthi- 
cum deplored, among our weaknesses, 
our readiness to respond to the whims 
of fashion, though she reasoned that 
we responded frequently against our 
will. 

Especially in the matter of fashions 
related to the hair did she have much 
that wae interesting to Say. 

“Years ago. in the sixties, when the 
French chignon was in style in Ameri- 
ca, it rémained the favored one for 
several years, and the women of that 
generation had the advantage over us, 
they did not sacrifice so much then 
to the transient fancies of hairdress- 
ers’ whims,” said Mrs, Linthicum in 
part. 

“They assumed an individuality that 
is seldom granted us without com- 
ment. Think of the contrast in one 
year’s change. The spring of 1909, 
the hair to be properly dressed, need- 
ed a good sized rat, a set of puffs, a 
hair net, several combs and innumer- 
able hairpins.

The Care of Tires. 

The care of the automobile is of 
more importance than many owners 
believe, and especially ig this the case 
as regards the tires.

property of the state along the lines 
of the road, and provides ‘the manner 
of appointments of said commission, 
their terms of office, duties, remu- 
neration, etc.’ It provides that the 
president of the senate shall appoint 
three members of the present senate 
and the speaker of the house shall 
appoint five members of the present 
house of representatives, who shall 
form a joint commission. 

“The commission is charged with 
the duty of investigating the follow- 
ing subjects: The matter of a new 
lease of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad; the question of the price at 
which the property of the state along 
the line of the road can be leased: 
all matters of interest to the state 
concerning the terminals of the road 
in Atlanta and Chattanooga; , the 
matter of leasing the state’s property 
above the tracks of the railroads in 
Atlanta; the question of extending 
the road and ascertaining all facts 
pertinent to be considered in refer- 
ence thereto. 

“The commission ts to continue in 
authority unless abolished by subse- 
quent legislation until the leases are 
completed or the work with reference 
to all of the property is finished. 
The office of commissioner, there- 
fore, under this joint resolution, is 
to continue for a number of years 
after this legislature goes out of ex- 
istence and -after the members of the 
commission created by this joint 
resolution cease to be members of 
the legislature. It creates eight new 
offices to continue an indefinite term 
of years, but certainly, unless here- 
after repealed, for many years be- 
yond the service of the present 
legislature, ang it provides compensa- 
tion to the members of the present 
legislature holding these offices. 

“I regard the work assigned to 
this cqammission of the greatest im- 
portance to the state. While there 
are men designated upon this com- 
mission of fine business ability and 
capacity for the work, I consider it a 
mistake to limit the selection of 
representatives upon the commission 
to members of the legislature. If the 
service was simply one to be per- 
formed during the vacation of this 
legislature and report back next sum- 
mer, the selection could properly be 
limited to members of the present 
legislature, but as these eight offices 
are to continue for eight years or 
more, there is no reason why the se- 
lection should be limiteg to the pres- 
ent legislature. Those men in Geor- 
gia best prepareg by experience to do 
the work without regard to whether 
they are in or out of the present 
legislature, should be selected for 
the service.

HEBREW BAITING 
IN GREAT BRITAIN 


London, August 22.—Anti-Jewish 
outbreaks of a violent character have 
now occurred for three days in succes- 
sion in Monmouthshire and are giving 
the authorities the greatest concern, 
as they are altogether a new, phase in 
British life. The Jewish community 
here has made strong representations 
to the home office and Home Secretary 
Churchill today gave them the assur- 
ance that no precautions should be 
overlooked to prevent a recurrence of 
the disorders.

| Coatesville,.Pa., August 22.—Under a 
ruling of Judge Butler, in Westchester 
today, “that any one who was in the 
mo band knew for what purpose the 
anob was gathered, is guilty of mur- 
der,’’ another arrest was made this 
afternoon in the oase of Zack Walker, 
the negro who was lynched here ten 
days ago. The prisoner, C@%Je Wood- 
ward, 21 years old, who is charged 
with murder, was taken to the county 
jail at Westchester. The ruling cre- 
ated a sensation here. It was made 
in the case of George Stahl, 16 years 
old, whose parents sought his release 
on a writ of habeas corpus. 

On refusing the application, 
judge said: 3 

“One is responsible for his action 
if it. associates himself with a mab, 
even if he gives no physical assist- 
ance, merely sanctions violence. Then 
he is just as guilty of murder, under 
the law, 
mit murder. Stahl sympathized with 
a turbulent mob. He cannot complain 
now of the juscice that he ,receives.” 

it is said that a number of persons 
who are known to have been in the 
mob but took no actual part in the 
lynching, will be arrested. 


ONE KILLED, FOUR HURT

Near Greenville. 


Greenville, 8S. C., August 22.—One 
man was killed and three women and 
another man injured in an automobile 
accident near here this morning. The 
name of the dead man is S. A. Pruitt, 
of Hendersonville, N. C. Mrs. Rodgers, 
Macon, Ga.; Mrs. Hagaman,' Black 
Mountain, N. C.; Mrs. Meanly, Rich- 
mond, Va, and ©. P. Barnette, Lake 
City, Fla., are the others. 

It is stated that Mrs. Hagaman and 
Mrs. Meanly escaped with slight in- 
juries, while Mr. Barnette wag not in- 
jured at all. Mrs. Rodgers is now 
at Greenville, S. C., suffering from a 
sprained back, but her injuries are not 
regarded as serious. 

Pruett, the deceased, was the owner 
and driver of the public serivce auto, 
which the party engaged for the trip 
to Greenville, 8S.

The party was en route from Ashe- 
ville, N. C.,to Spartanbure, S. C., and 
while driving along @ country road at 
a rapid rate, Pruitt, who was driving, 
ran the machine into a ditch. Pruitt 
was thrown out and instantly killed.

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STRIKE MENACING 


LUNDS CENTRAL 


All the Allied Lines May Also 
Be Involved, 


Trouble Caused by Refusal of 
the System ‘to Grant Recog- 
nition to the Federation of 
the Railway Employees--The 
Strike Vote Is Being Taken. 


— 


Paducah, Ky., August 22.—With the 
addition of hundreds of ballots receiv- 
ed today most of the strike votes of 
the Federation of Railway employees of 
the Illinois Central and allied lines 
had been received at the headquarters 
of the federation here tonight. W. 
E. Bowen, secretary of the federation, 
said a large majority “were in favor 
of the committee.” 

The committee is a part of the execu- 
tive committee of the federation, an 
alllance of most of the road's work- 
men, and has been trying to have the 
road negotiate with the federation in- 
Stead of separate unions as it has 
heretofore, 

“The committee will do all possi- 
ble in trying to avoid a strike,” said 
Mr. Bowen tonight, “but if the railroad 
management persists in its refusal to 
grant recognition to the federation, 
the committee must obey the mandate 
of the members of the federation. At 
least 10,000 men are affected.” 

The Federation Deliberate. 


The federation has been deliberate 
in its steps. The committee met here 
June 8 9 and 10 and drafted a con- 
tract which was presented to the road 
with the request that the federation 
committee be heard on it. This was 
refused. 

This contract was to govern the re- 
lations between the road and the bolil- 
ermakers, carmen, sheet metal work- 
ers, machinists, blacksmiths, painters, 
steam fitters and clerks. 

“The committee will make every ef- 
fort to convince the officials of the 
road of the magintude of this move- 
ment,” said Mr. Bowen. “It is probable 
the committee will go to Chicago after 
receiving the last ballots Friday and 
lay the result of the vote before the 
road officials.” 

The voting will end Friday. To ef- 
fect action either way it is necessary 
for 60 per cent to vote in the affirma- 
tive. Any idea of the number of votes 
cast would not be given out tonight. 
Secretary ‘Bowen and other members 
of the committee expect a decision 
within two weeks they say. 

Vice President Park Talks. 

Chicago, August 22.—Vice President 
W. L. Park, of the Illinois Central 
railroad, said: 

“I know nothing of the ssibility 
of a strike. We have no Sigerenaen 
with any of our men. There is no dis- 
satisfaction over the wage schedule 
We have received no notice nor given 
notice of a desire to abrogate the pres- 
ent wage scale. 

“The only question under considera- 
tion is whether we shall continue to 
deal with the individual unions or with 
a federated body. We have decided 
to meet a federate committee. We 
prefer to deal with the individual un- 
ions as we have in the past. We think 
the present plan is best for both the 
railroads and the men,”

Oklahoma City, Okla., August 22.—

APPROPRIATED 


Extra Session Was Very Care- 
ful With the People’s 
Money. 


Washington; August 22.—Chairman 
Fitzgerald, of the house appropriations 
committee, in reviewing the work of 
the extra session, today stated that the 
appropriations of congress during the 
extra session aggregated $301,052. He 
declared that no session of congress 
has ever run for so long a period and 
appropriated so little. 

Mr. Fitzgerald declared that more 
than $200,000 had been saved during 
this session by abolishing sinecures and 
cutting off gratuities heretofore grant- 
ed congressional employees, and that 
further retrenchment was planned for 
the next session. 

Former Speaker Cannon accused the 
democrats of being niggardly, saying 
that in order to effect a petty saving 
the democrats had made it impossible 
to keep clean the quarters occupied by 
representatives. He said that if the 
democratic majority had spent proper 
sums in employing experts in framing 
their tariff bills, they might not have 
subjected themselves to the “just criti- 
cism of the president.” 

Representative Palmer, of Pénnsyl- 
vania, democrat, retorted that one- 
fourth of the house expenses had been 
eliminated by cutting off petty graft 
and that it was the intention of the 
democrats to carry out a similar re- 
form in every branch of the govern- 
ment. 

“No new offices or new employments 
have been created under democratic 
auspices,” said Mr. Fitzgerald. “The 
house had initiated a policy of fre- 
trenchment and reform, which, if con- 
tinued, will have far-reaching fiscal 
results.”’ 4

FOR OHIO TEAM 


Camp Perry, Ohio, August 22.—The 
matches of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion came to a close tonight, after a 
day of record-breaking scores in the 
Herrick trophy matches and a closely- 
contested race in the  president’s 
match.

BILL SIGNED BY GOVERNOR 


Reported That Manufactur- 
ers May Contest New 
Law in Courts. 


A bill passed at the recent session of 
the legislature, and which, by approval 
of the governor, became a law yester- 
day. promises to revolutionize the fer- 
tilizer industry of Georgia, in that it 
will enable every farmer to know what 
he purchases in that Une for use on 
his farm. 

The law is virtually the same as was 


framed by Hon. B, M. Turnipseed, rep- 
resentative from Clay county. 
only change was made by the senate. 
The bill first considered was prepared | 
by Messrs, Cabaninug of Oglethorpe and, 
Johnson of Bartow. It had the ap-. 
proval of the house committee on 
agriculture, but was considered too 
drastic by the house, Before a vote. 
wag taken the less drastic measure of 
Mr. Turnipseeed was accepted by the 
leaders of the fight fer etricter regu- 
lations governing the manufacture and, 
sale of commercial fertilizers, and the '| 
Turnipeeed substitute was adopted. 


Law Is Strong One. : 

However, the new law is a strong 
one. It requires that the contents of, 
any commercial fertilizer be branded on 
the eacks containing same, The formula 
must show the derivation of the con- 
stituent parts. 

I¢ on analysis they are found to be 
10 per cent below the branded standard 
in commercial] value, the purchaser may 
recover for one-fourth of the cost, or 
the loss to him up to one-fourth of the 
stated value. 

As passed by the house, the act fixed 
the minimum leeway at 3 per cent, but 
this was raised by the senate. 

It is reported that the fertilizer man- 
ufacturers may contest the law in the 
courts. They claim it compels them to 
make secret formulas public, 2nd fixes

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“GREAT,” SAYS CHAMP CLARK; 
“PUNK,” SAYS LEADER MANN 


Speaker of the Democratic 
House Lauds the Work of 
the Extra Session---Says that 
Democrats Kept Pledges. 


Washington, August 22.—Champ 
Clark, speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives, in a review of the work 
of the first session of the sixty-sec- 
ond congress, declared the democratic 
party set a good example for demo- 
crats everywhere, and that thse party 
had redeemed every promise it made 
in the campaign of 1910, when the 
democrats wrested control from the 
republicans. 

“At this session the democrats have 
made a record which has surprised our 
friends and dumbfounded our ene- 
mies,” said Speaker Clark. “It has put 
heart and hope into democrats every- 
where. The extra session was extra- 
ordinary not only in the sense of be- 
ing a special session called by the 
president, but also in the amount and 
quality of the work done in the house 
by the combined democrats and insur- 
gents, and ¢he combined democrats 
and republican insurgents in the sen- 
ate and especially by the unanimity 
of action developed by the house dem- 
ocrats. 

Democrats Harmouious. 

“It was predicted freely, vocifer- 
ously, enthusiastically and confidently 
by the ‘standpatters’’ press and ora- 
tors that we would go to pieces.
